Miss  Anthony 
Tells  of  Her 
Trip  to  Europe 

Miss  Anthony  Was  With  Party  Made 
Up  of  Twenty  Graduate  Students  Un¬ 
der  Direction  of  Dr.  Andrews. 

'  After  completing  a  five  week  survey 
■of  housing  conditions  in  the  British 
Isles  with  a  trip  through  Europe  fol¬ 
lowing,  Miss  Hettic  M.  Anthony,  head 
of  the  home  economics  department  of 
■the  College,  returned  to  Maryville,  Aug¬ 
ust  31. 

Miss  Anthony  was  very  favorably 
impressed  with  the  spirit  of  co-opera¬ 
tion  shown  everywhere  to  her  party, 
which  was  made  up)  of  twenty  graduate 
students  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 

"  Benjamin  11.  Andrews,  professor  of 
Rome  economics  of  Columbia  Univers¬ 
ity. 

The  trip  was  unique  in  that  it  was 
the  first  of  its  kind  ever  conducted.  Its 
primary  object  was  to  inquire  into  the 
housing  conditions  and  family  relation¬ 
ships  throughout  the  Islands,  both  in 
the  cities  and  in  rural  sections.  Because 
of  the  assistance  of  the  International 
Students  Union  and  of  municipal  and 
university  authorities  everywhere,  the 
trip  was  far  more  valuable  than  had 
been  hoped. 

A  striking  fcatui’O  of  progress  in 
municipal  housing  was  evident  in  Bir- 
|  mingham,  industrial  center,  where  five 
j  thousand  houses  are  being  erected  by 
the  city  every  year.  These  buildings  are 
^  of  an  approved  type,  and  are  made 
available  to  the  workers  at  nominal

•Mr.  Foster  has  boon  finishing  his 
work  for  tho  Doctor’s  Degree,  at  the 
University  of  Palo  Alto,  California. 
Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foster  seemed  to 
like  California,  but  were  glad  to  get 
home.  However,  they  were  very'  tirod 
when  they  arrived,  since  they  had  had 
the  misfortune  to  get  stuck  in  tho  mud 
in  tho  early  hours  of  the  morning,  just 
out  of  Itoseiulalo,  after  they  had  drivon 
for  four  hundred  miles.  Mr.  Foster,  in 
mentioning  getting  stuck  in  the  mud, 
and  the'  breaking  of  chains,  and  other 
troubles  which  go  with  such  affairs 
said,  “And  that  mud  was  the  slickest 
mud  I  ever  saw,  you  just  couldn’t  stand 
up,  even  with  both  feet  on  the  ground.’’

thony.  Three  thousand  houses  are  erect- 
id  there,  annually.  Tho  work  is  financed 
in  piift  by  grants  from  the  government, 
with  tho  cities  obligated  to  repay  the 
money  advanced  as  revenue  from  the 
properties  makes  it  possible  to  do  so. 

An  amusing  demonstration  of  the 
popularity  of  the  radio  was  afforded 
the  pnrty  in  Wales.  There,  Miss  An¬ 
thony  says,  they  visited  many  cottages 
where  life  was  conducted  in  tho  most 
primitive  way,  with  the  family  weav¬ 
ing  its  own  cloth  and  preparing  the 
simple  meals  over  an  open  hearth  with 
simple  utensils  such  as  were  used  in 
this  country  in  the  pioneer  days.  Stand¬ 
ing  noxt  the  spinning  wheel,  however, 
was  tho  radio,  bringing  in  tho  nows 
of  tho  outside  world  while  tho  head  of 
he  house  manipulated  the' dials  by' tho 
light  of  a  flickering  oil  lamp. 

Some  of  tho  best  work  being  done  in 
homo  economics  anywhoro,  according  to 
Miss  Anthony,  was  in  evidence  at  Kings 
Collego  for  women,  which  is  a  division 
■of  London  University. 

On  different  occasions  various  mem- 
ers  of  tho  party  wore  entertained  by 
members  of  Parliament,  and  by  tho 
Lords  mayor  of  Manchester,  Edinburgh, 
and  several  other  cities.  Almost  with¬ 
out  exception  tho  authorities  were  in¬ 
tensely  interested  in  every  possible 
courtesy. 

/-'Lady  Astor  received  tho  pnrty,  and 
Miss  Anthony  found  her  most  charm¬ 
ing,  interested,  and  helpful.  Six  mem¬ 
bers  of  tho  survey  group,  including 
'Miss  Anthony,  were  later  invited  by 
Lady  Astor  to  attend  a  sub-political 
party  in  hor  homo,  and  hero  they  lmd 
tlie  pleasuro  of  meeting  Goorgo  Bernard 
Shaw  and  many  otlior  notables. 

Much  of  the  tour  was  made  by  char¬ 
abanc,  a  bus  which  carried  tho  group 
comfortably,'  and  by  tho  use  of  which 
they  obtained  access  to  many  placos 
which  would  have  boon  oxtremoly  dif¬ 
ficult  for  the  ordinary  tourist  to  roach. 

As  a  glance  at  tho  printod'  program

He  declared  that  tho  strugglo  for  world 
peaco  is  not  hopeless. 

I  One  of  tho  most  encouraging  signs 
is  that  wo  are  learning  to  substitute 
jroalism  for  romanticism  in  facing  tho 
problem  of  war  and  peace.  MedcVn 
■writers  are  telling  tho  truth  about  war" 
ns  thoy  never  havo  dono  before.  “All 
Is  Quiet  Along  tho  Western  Front”  is 
one  of  tho  best  war  books  written  and 
it1  tells  tho  unvarnished  truth  about 
tho  brutality  and  horror  of  war. 

Wo  have  learned  tho  futility  of  war 
ty  achieve  tho  end  it  nominally  seeks 
to  gain.  President  Wilson’s  war  aims 
were  defeated  by  tho  method  choseu 
to  enforce  them.

Is  Co-Author 
of  New  Book 


“Kindergarten-Primary  Activities”  Is 

Titlo  of  Book  Written  by  Miss  Milli¬ 
kan  and  Miss  Olouser. 

Miss  Ohloo  Millikan,  instructor  at 
tho  Collogo  who  is  in  charge  of  tho 
kindorgarton  and  primary  work,  and 
Miss  Lucy  W.  Clouscr  aro  tho  co-au¬ 
thors  of  a  now  book  named  “Kinder¬ 
garten-Primary  Activities  Based  on 
Community  Life,”  which  deals  with  tho 
organization  of  curricula  in  social  stud¬ 
ies  for  tho  kindergarten-primary  grades. 

Principles  for  tho  selection  of  tho 
curriculum  content  arc  considered. 
These  take  into  consideration  the  social 
needs  of  tho  child  as  well  ns  tho  social 
interest  at  various  age  levels.  Tho  ob¬ 
jectives  to  bo  met  are  also  clearly  out¬ 
lined.  Tho  major  portion  of  the  book 
however,  is  given  over  to  a  detailed 
description  'of  certain  units  of  work 
which  wero  carried  out  under  the  super- 
I  vision  of  tho  authors,  and  which  seemed 
to  illustrate  the  principles  as  outlined. 
Each  unit  is  developed  along  two  linos 
that  of  experience  and  that  of  expres¬ 
sion.  Tho  term,  experience,  is  inter¬ 
preted  as  the  knowledge  and  feeling 
gained  by  means  of  excursions;  first 
hand  observation;  picture  study;  discus¬ 
sion  and  reading.  Tho  expression  of 
ideas  and  feelings  are  the  reaction  in 
dramatic  play,  language,  song,  dance 
and  fine  and  industrial  arts. 

The  book  is  intended  for  use  in  Col¬ 
lege  teaelier-training  classes  where  this 
phase  of  the  curriculum  is  being  con¬ 
sidered.  It  is  also  planned  for  the  class¬ 
room  teacher,  who  is  appreciative  of 
the  factors  necessary  for  a  child’s  social 
living  but  at  tho  same  time  has  diffK 
culty  in  seeing  the  curriculum  content 
from  which  social  attitude,  knowledge 
and  habits  evolve.  It  is  offered  only  ns 
a  tentative  plan  which  meets  the  social 
interest'  and  needs  of  particular  groups 
of  children.  It  is  likely  to  be  indicative 
of  the  interests  of  other  groups  of  chil¬ 
dren  of  like  ages  and  may  servo  as  a 
guide  in  tho  organization  of  a  curricu¬ 
lum  to  meet  their  needs.  The  book  is 
being  published  by  McMillan  Company. 

Miss  Millikan  holds  the  B.  S.  degree 
in  Education,  from  Warrensburg  Stato 
Teachers  College,  tho  M.  A.  Degree 
from  Teachers  College,  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity,  Now  York.  She  lias  also  done 
graduato  work  at  the  University  of 
Vienna.  She  has  had  wide  experience 
in  classroom  teaching  and  supervision 
in  public  schools  in  Missouri,  and  for¬ 
merly  was  director  of  Kindergarten  and 
First  Grade  Education  at  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege,  Kansas  City,  Missouri.

Student  Rules 
Are  Outlined 
By  the  Council 

Tho  Number  of  Offices  Which  a  Stud¬ 
ent  May  Hold  and  tho  Organizations 

to  Which  He  May  Belong  Aro  Given. 

1.  Any  group  of  students  organized 
for  tho  purpose  of  carrying  on  activi¬ 
ties  outsido  tho  classroom,  who  ask 
recognition  in  any  school  function  or 
publication,  who  uso  school  property 
for  meetings  or  entertainments,  shall 
bo  doomed  a  sshool  organization,  and 
ns  Biich  shall  bo  subject  to  any  and 
all  rules  established  by  tho  student 
Council  for  tho  regulation  of  organi¬ 
zations. 

2.  All  student  organizations  shall  bo 
supervised  by  one  or  moro  faculty  ad¬ 
visors,  who  may  bo  appointed  by  tho 
President,  or  chosen  by  tho  organization 
or  both. 

3.  -The  timo  of  regular  meetings  of 
student  organization  shall  bo  determin¬ 
ed  at  tho  beginning  of  each  year  by  tho 
Studfent  Council. 

1  4.  All  departmental  clubs  shall  bo 
primarily  Btudy  clubs  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  that  department’s  faculty 
members. 

5.  At  the  close  »f  each  semester  thr 
presidont  of  every  organization  shall 
furnish  to  the  Dean  of  Women  and  to 
tho  Secretary  of  the  Student  Council  a 
verified  list  of  members. 

6.  To  stimulate  scholarship,  tho  Stud¬ 
ent  Council  will  announco  at  tho  be¬ 
ginning  of  each  semester  the  names  of 
tho  individuals  who  rank  among  tho 
highest  fivo  percent  of  the  student 
body  in  scholarship. 

7.  The  Student  Council  seeks  to  en¬ 
courage  greater  efficiency  of  students 
in  academic  work  and  broader  pratici- 
pation  in  other  school  activities  by 
recommending  the  following  basis  of 
participation: 

a.  A  student  shall  be  limited  to  mem¬ 
bership  in  three  organizations  exclusive 
of  credit  groups  and  his  class  affilia¬ 
tion. 

b.  A  student  shall  be  limited  to  hold¬ 
ing  not  more  than  ono  major  and  ono 
minor  or  three  minor  offices  during  any 
one  term.  The  major  offices  aro  as  fol¬ 
lows:  President  of  tho  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Association,  Editor-in-Cliiof  of  tho 
Tower,  Business  Manager  of  tho  Tower, 
Presidont  of  any  class,  of  any  religious 
organization,  of  any  literary  society,  of 
any  non-credit  {^roup,  or  of  Rosidonco 
Hall  House-organization,  and  captain  of 
any  varsity  team.  Tho  minor  offices  aro  | 
all  tho  other  offices  of  any  student  or¬ 
ganization. 

8.  All  social  functions  of  organiza¬ 
tions  shall,  if  possible,  take  placo  on 
Friday  after  school  hours,  or  on  Sat¬ 
urday,  or  on  nights  preceding  school 
holidays,  unless  tho  timo  occupied  for 
same  is  taken  at  tho  regular  mooting 
period. 

9.  Any  group  of  studonts  desiring  to 
organizo  any  student  society  or  club 
must  present  in  writton  form  to  tho 
Student  Council  ■  a  statomont  sotting 
forth  tho  reason  for  such  an  organiza¬ 
tion. 

10.  Organizations,  or  any  group  of 
Btudcnts  desiring  to  give  social  af¬ 
fairs,  must  consult  the  Doan  .of  AA’o- 
nion  rogarding  dates;  presont  to  her  bo- 
foro  announcement  is  made  or  invita¬ 
tion  issuod,  information  coucoring  tho 
plan  or  naturo  of  tho  ontertainment,  tho 
hours,  tho  numbor  of  guests  and  tho 
nainos  of  non-collcgo  guests,  music,  re¬ 
freshments,  and  cliaporoncs.  All  social 
functions  of  tho  Student. Association  or 
organizations,  or  any  group  of  studonts 
:  must  bo  chnporonod.  Membors  of  the 
faculty,  marriod  studonts,  or  marriod 
pooplo  of  tho  community,  if  approvod 
by  tho  Doan  of  AVomon,  may  servo  as 
chaporonos. — Student  Handbook.

Tho  1929-1930  campaign  of  tho  Y.  M. 
C.A.  was  opened  Wednesday  morning  at 
eleven  o’clock  in  Social  Hull,  wliero  i 
tho  first  meeting  of  the  quarter  was 
held.  The  feature  of  tho  meeting  was 
a  talk  on  "The  Meaning  of  Y.  M.  C.  A." 
given  by  Mr.  Miller.  Mr.  Lamar  led  the 
group  of  some  twenty  students  nnd.  fac¬ 
ulty  members  in  elicors  for  tho  organ¬ 
ization  and  for  an  athletic  carnival  to 
be  sponsored  by  tho  Association  on  tho 
evening  of  September  23. 

Tliis  stunt  program  is  the  second  step 
in  tho  year’s  plans  which  wero  partial¬ 
ly  formulated  at  a  cabinet  meeting 
Monday  evening,  September  16.  All 
men  students  of  tho  Collego  are  invited 
to  bring  their  "gym"  shoes  and  appe¬ 
tites  to  the  gymnasium,  and  take  part 
in  the  contests  nnd  the  refreshments 
which  follow.  The  swimming  pool  will 
bo  left  open  on  the  evening  of  the 
entertainment. 

In  his  talk  before  tho  Wednesday 
mooting  of  tho  Y.  M.,  Mr.  Miller  told 
something  of  tho  growth  of  tho  or¬ 
ganization  as  he  had  observed  it  in  a 
number  of  his  own  experiences. 

The  speaker  answered  tho  question, 

"  What  does  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  mean?"  by 
stating  that  ‘Y’  moans  ‘Yqu’;  ‘M’ 
means  ‘Mo’;  ‘O’  means  ‘Character’; 
and  ‘A’  stands, for  ‘Action.’  Mr.  Miller 
emphasized  the  importance  of  individ¬ 
ual  members  doing  their  bit  for  tho 
good  of  the  organization.  After  stating 
that  tho  ‘  C  ’  of  Character  embodies 
friendship,  fairness,  cooperation,  and 
love  of  God,  Mr.  Miller  closed  his  speech 
with :  a  declaration  of  tho  vital  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  organization  to  the  Collego.

14.  Second  rush  season  will  start  tho 
second  Monday  of  February  and  con¬ 
tinue  as  at  first.

'  The  following  regulations  hnvo  bcon 
established  by  the  Student  Council,  un¬ 
der  the  Constitution  of  tho  Student 
Government*  Association,  and  hnvo  been 
npprovod  by  the  administration.  ~ 

It  Ims  never  been  considered  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  tho  Council  to  pass  numerous 
restrictive  regulations.  However,  there 
arc  a  few  regulations  that  must  ho  es¬ 
tablished  nnd  enforced  to  maintain  tho 
high  standard  of  our  college. 

"Remember,  you  are  on  your  honor 
at  Maryville." 

1.  Women  students  not  housed  at 
Residence  Hall  must  room  at  houses  on 
the  approved  list  of  tho  College:  A  list 
of  approved  houses  is  kept  on  file  in 
the  office  of  tho  Dean  of 'Women. 

2.  Householders  may  require  a  de¬ 
posit  of  a  week’s  rent  when  rooms  aro 
engaged.  The  understanding  is  that 
rooms  aro  engaged  for  a  full  term  but 
if  a  clinngo  seems  necessary  the  stud¬ 
ent  should  consult  the  Dean  of  Women 
regarding  tho  matter. 

3.  Householders  must  not  leave  their 
houses  over  night  without  responsible 
persons  in  charge.  These  persons  must 
bo  approved  by  tho  Doan  of  Women  be¬ 
fore  the.  householder  loaves  town. 

4.  Young  women  will  room  in  homes 
where  only  young  women  are  kept;  like 
wise  young  men  will  room  in  homes 
where  only  young  menjire  kept.  Neither 
college  men  nor  college’  women  will  be 
allowed  to  room  in  the  samo  home 
where  married  couples  other  than  house¬ 
holders  are  lodged.  Exceptions  to  these 
rules  may  be  made  only  with  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Dean  of  AVomcn. 

5.  Women  students  niust  not  room  in 
a  house  where  there  is  not  a  general 
reception  room  in  which  they  may  re¬ 
ceive  their  callers. 

6.  Students  may  expect  quiet  nnd 
cleanliness  in  their  rooming  places;  a 
reasonable  use  of  the  general  reception 
room  for  their  callers;  rooms  wnrmed 
to  a  sufficient  temperature  in  spring 
and  fall  as  well  as  in  winter;  hot  water 
for  bathing  purpuses  at  least  four  times 
each  week;  rooms  sufficiently  lighted 
at  all  times  for  study  purposes,  i.c.,  at 
least -a  fifty  to  seventy-five  watt  light. 

7.  Householders  may  expect  that  stud- 
ents  will  he  quiet  and  orderly  in  their 
conduct,  take  due  enre  of  the  furniture 
and  premises,  be  economical  in  the  use 
of  lights,  bo  reasonable  in  their  re¬ 
quests  for  privileges,  mnkc  definite  ar¬ 
rangements  ahead  of  time  for  nny  spec¬ 
ial  privilege  desired,  nnd  observe  the 
regulations  concerning  hours  us  stated 
below. 

8.  It  is  expected  that  quiet  hours 
will  be  observed  in  all  houses  from  8:00 
p.  m.  to  6:00  a.  m.'on  Monday,  Tu'esdny, 
Wednesday,  and  Thursday;  from  10:00 
p.  m.  to  6:00  a.  m.  on  Sunday  nnd  Fri- 
dny;  nnd  Saturday  from  10:30  p.nu  to 
6:00  a.  in.,  in  summer;  and  from  10  p.  m. 
to  6:00  a.  in.  in  winter.  From  November 
1st  to  April  1st  women  students  must 
be  in  their  rooming  places  not  later 
than  10:00  p.  m.  on  Sunday,  Monday, 
Tuesdny,  Wednesday  nnd  Thursday 
nights  of  each  weok  and  not  lator  than 


10:30  p.m.  on.  Friday  and  Saturday. 
From  April  1st  to  November  1st,  the 
10:30  hour  will  prevail  on  every  night 
in  tho  weok.  Any  permission  for  later 
hours  should  bo.  arranged  with  tho 
householder  before  6:00  p.m.  House¬ 
holders  may  grant  occasional  lnto-lcavo 
privilogo  not  to  exceed  one  hour  Inter 
than  the  time  women  studonto  are  regu¬ 
larly  expected  to  be  in  their  rooming 
plnccs. 

Note:  Householders  have  requested  that 
all  special  permissions,  including  Into 
leave,  bo  granted  only  by  the  Dean  of 
Women,  Sucli  permissions  should  bo 
asked  bofor  6  p.  m. 

9.  Women  students  desiring  to  be 

nwny.  from  thoir  rooming  plnccs  over 
night  must  register  tho  mime  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  thoir  hostess  with  tho  Dean  of 
Women.  Those  desiring  to  leave  town, 
except  for  tho  usunl  home  visits,  must 
consult  the  Dean  of  Women  regarding 
their  plans.  , 

10.  Women  students  may  rcccivo  calls 
from  mon  or  attend  social  functions 
with  men  on  Friday,  Saturday  and  Sun¬ 
day  nights.  Ono  mid-week  date  ,  is  al¬ 
lowed.  Dntes  must  not;  however,  exceed 
a  total  of  three  a  wcclc.  A  ‘date’  shall 
bo  interpreted  to  mean  an  evoning  cnll 
from  a  man,  or  any  evening  social’ en¬ 
gagement  out  of  tho  houso  after  8:00 
li.  m.,  with  or  without  a  man.  Students 
who  go  homo  for  week-end  visits  will 
be  credited  with  two  dates  nnd  may 
have  a  Sunday  night  date  or  a  mid¬ 
week  date,  but  not  both.  Attendance  at 
tho  swimming  pool,  a  picture  show,  or 
sorority  meeting,  will  be  considered  a 
date. 

There  arc  certain  exceptions  to  this 
threo-date  rule,  which  are  ns  follows: 

Attendance  at  nny  religious  meeting, 
ft  visit  to  tho  library  for  the  purpose  of 
study,  attendance  at  credit,  non-credit, 
or  discussion  groups,  which  meet  for 
educational  purposes,  shall  not  bo  inter¬ 
preted  as  a  date: 

Provided,  that  the  engagement  ter¬ 
minates  as  soon  after  tho  close  of  the 
me'oting  as  is  possible  for  the  student 
to  reach  homo.  Certain  college  games 
and  other  events,  in  which  tho  whole 
student  association  participates  shall 
bo  exceptions  to  the  three-date  rule, 
but  any  activity  which  is  not  to  be 
considered  as  a  date  will  bo  posted 
each  week  by  the  Dean  of  Women,  or 
her  assistant,  on  tho  bulletin  board  out¬ 
side  her  office  door. 

11.  Guests  of  college  students  should 
observe  the  rules  of  the  homo  in  re¬ 
gard  to  hours  and  orderly  conduct. 

12.  Non-college  persons  may  be  in¬ 
vited  to  Btudont  social  activities  only 
witli  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Dean  of  Women.
